FIRE AT PORT COSTA. 


One of tte McNear Warehouses and 


two Ships Burned. 


LOSS 
ESTIMATED 
AT 
$700,000. 


Immense Quantity of Wheat De­ 
stroyed—Forty-two Car Loads 
of Grain Consumed,

DISA STRO US F IR E . 


■W arehouses an d S h ips D estro y ed at P ort 
C osta Y esterd ay. 
San F rancisco, August 2Gth.—W are­ 
house 2 at Port Costa, the property of G. 
W. McNear <fc Co., the commission and 
shipping m erchants of this city, was en­ 
tirely destroyed by fire early this morning. 
In addition the American shin Armenia 
and the British vessel H onauwar, which 
were loading at the docks of the ware­ 
house, were totally destroyed, and the Brit­ 
ish ship Kenilworth, at last accounts, was 
still burning. The am ount of wheat in the 
warehouse and in the vessels was from 
7,000 to 10,000 tons, w hich is worlh $20 
per ton. The value of the grain destroyed 
is at present estim ated by McNear A Co. at 
about $250,000, 
In addition forty-two cars loaded with 
grain were side-tracked c e ir the ware­ 
house, in process of being unloaded. These 
were entirely burned w ith their contents. 


TUE BURNED VESSELS 
The K enilw orth, which has been load­ 
ing for about two weeks, had nearly cotn- 
p'eted her cargo, and had on board 3,200 
tons of grain, which will prcbBbly ail be 
destroyed. The H onauwar, a British ves­ 
sel, had taken on about 1,000 tons, while 
the A rm enia had but 400 tons. Tbe two 
last-named vessels, w ith their contents, 
were totally destroyed. Several Japanese 
on board the A rm enia were nearly suffo­ 
cated, but were finally rescued. The ropes 
fastening the A rm enia to the wharf were 
cut and she drifted down near Point Pinole, 
where she finished burning. 
W ord was at 
once sent to this city and Mare Island. 
The fire boat from the Navy Yard was im ­ 
mediately dispatched to Port Costa. Sev­ 
eral fire tugs also left this city and arrived 
at the scene of the fire shortly after ten 
o’clock. 
THE INSURANCE. 
The warehouse is insured by G. W . Mc­ 
Near A Co. for $15,000, which will fully 
cover tbe loss. 
Melyard & D ixon’s agen­ 
cies hold the risks. The wharves were in­ 
sured for $50,000, which will more than 
cover all the loss, as they were not entirely 
burned. 
The wheat in the warehouse, which was 
partly owned by a num ber of ranchers 
throughout the State, who had consigned 
it to McNear & Co., and partly to McNear 
& Co. themselves, is said to be fully in ­ 
sured. The Firem en’s F uad took most of 
the policies, butdistributed therisks among 
a num ber of other companies. 
Losses will 
be sustained, beside the Firem en’s Fund, 
by the Union, Brown, Craig & Co.’s agen­ 
cies, Gutte <fc F rank’s agencies, California, 
Sun, W illiamsburg, Melyard A Dixon’s 
agencies, H utchinson & Mann, the Com­ 
mercial and Fire Insurance Company, and 
in fact nearly all companies on the street. 
The cargoes of the burned ships were also 
fully insured in the Thames A Mersey and 
the Marine. The British ships were in ­ 
sured in English companies. 


WHAT PH ILIP E. BOWLES SAYS. 
Messrs. McNear & Co. scy that they can­ 
not as yet tell to whom the forty-two car­ 
loads of wheat which were burned belong. 
It was consigned to them from various 
points in the interior. There were about 
(¡00 tons in the cars, worth about $15,000. 
Philip E Bowles, one of the firm ol Mc­ 
Near & Co., says that most of the wheat 
was their own property, although he is not 
yet accurately informed on that point. Mr. 
McNear him self is now at Port Costa, and 
Mr. Bowles returned from there about il 
o’clock this morning. 
‘•We considered,” said Mr. Bowles “ that 
the facilities for putting out fires were per­ 
fect. There were water barrels on the roof, 
a three inch pipe all around the docks and 
hand grenades all through the building. 
Besides these precautions, ail th e y a .d en­ 
gines of the Southern Pacific Company had 
hose attached. 
But the people up there 
who saw the fire, say the flames were ail 
over the building like that,” and Mr. 
Bowles snapped his fingers to illustrate. 
“ The warehouse and docks were com­ 
pletely destroyed, even the piles being 
burned' to the water’s edge. Balfour, Gulh- 
rie & Co a warehouse came very near 
going, and indeed a portion of their wharf 
was burned, but by hard work the ware­ 
house itself was saved. 
Although our 
losses are entirely covered by insurance, 
still tbe blow has been a hard one for us, 
not so much in the actual losses them ­ 
selves, as because we are deprived of our 
tools of trade. 
It will be some lime before 
we will again get togetherour paraphernalia 
and m aterials 
which 
were to-day de­ 
stroyed.” 


THE OWNERS OF THE BURNED SHIPS. 
The Armenia was owned by H 'u g h ton 
Bros., of Bath Maine, and is worth about 
$50,000. She was a wooden vessel. The 
Captain ssys that he doesn't know whether 
she was insured or not and the consignees 
are not informed. The K enilw orth is a 
fine English ship, built of iron. She will 
not be a total loss, although her cargo, 
cabin, etc , have been entirely destroyed! 
It is supposed that she is insured for her 
full value, which is estimated at from 
$125,000 to $150,000. 
The H onauwar was owned byThom pson 
A Co., of St. John, N. B. H er estimated 
value is $45 COO to $50,000. She is believed 
to be fully insured.

dreds of men now working here rushed to 
the rescue and labored hard to overcome 
the flames. 
At the w harf was lying, either partly or 
alm ost completely loaded, the American 
ship A rm enia and the British ships Lang- 
dale, H onauw ar and Kenilworth. The fire 
raged furiously, and was soon seen in the 
rigging of the vessels, and lines were at 
once cut and endeavors made to save the 
valuable craft and their cargo. 


THE SHIPS CATCH FIRE. 
Only one of them escaped entirely—the 
Langdale. The ship Arm enia at once took 
fire, and her lines being cat with but two 
men on board, she went drifting seaward 
with the tide, presenting to the residents 
along the shore a wierdly grand spectacle. 
The handsom e new ship Kenilworth, 
commanded by the popular Captain M. S. 
Nair, cut loose and in drifting bv tbe ship 
Honauwar, which was by this tim e blazing 
aloit and below, the m ain m ast of the lat­ 
ter went to port with a crash, falling com­ 
pletely across the deck of tbe Kenilworth, 
checking tbe ship in her endeavors to 
escape, and at once setting fire to her. The 
two ships now lay side by side, gradually 
being consumed. 
THE LOSSES. 
The loss will be large, but not so much 
as there would have been in a m onth or 
two, as storage wheat had but ja st com­ 
menced to be put in. 
The fire consumed 
about fifteen hundred feet of warehouse 
and about ten thousand tons of wheat and 
valuable m achinery used for grading; aiso, 
about forty of tbe railroad com panv’a cars, 
loaded w ith wheat, that had just been 
placed for discharging. 
H ad it not been 
tor the great efforts of the people of the 
town and the railroad men, ably headed by 
Don Cameron and Joseph Symmes, ware­ 
house No. 1 would surely have burned, 
and bad it gone the town, or that portion 
along tbe front or water’s edge, would have 
gone also. 


THE CALIFORNIA WAREHOUSE. 
For quite a tim e it was thought that the 
California W arehouse and Dock Company’s 
new warehouse, better known as Balfour, 
Guthrie & Co., would surely catch and be 
consumed. B ut by Ihe organization of a 
bucket brigade and the great assistance of 
switch engines with engines with pumps, 
that structure was saved. 
Had there been the usual night wind 
prevailing, naught could have saved the 
prosperous little town from complete de­ 
struction, but it was fortunately a calm 
night. 
AT THE SCENE OF THE FIRE. 
G. W. McNear, Jr., was one of the first 
on the ground, and his efforts in directing 
the inexperienced firemen were the adm ira­ 
tion of all. 
G. W . McNear, his son-in-law, P. E. 
Bowles and A. D. W ilder arrived by 
special train at about 6 o'clock. 
Numerous 
im provem ents were being 
made and were alm ost completed. 
Fortunately for those having wheat at 
the warehouse the bulk of wheat belonging 
to people in the country had been stored 
in warehouses Nos 1 and 4, so that escaped. 
The house that burned contained aimost 
entirely purchased wheat. 


PREPARING TO BUILD. 
Clearing away the wreck for rebuilding 
has already commenced, and a large house 
will at once be erected cf corrugated iron. 
Twenty carpenters are now on the ground. 
The ships H onauw ar and K enilw orth, in 
drifting, got afoul the ship Langdale, and 
were it not for the assistance of the San 
Joaquin Im provem ent Company’s steamer 
Num ber 4, that ship would have been con­ 
sumed, as she had already taken fire. 
McNear estimates his loss on wheat and 
warehouse at $350,000, partially insured. 
The railroad company s loss is about $25,- 
OCO. The ship Arm enia is the property of 
J. F. Chapman & Co. Balfour, Guthrie & 
Co. are agents for the ships Langdale snd 
Kenilworth, and J. N. Knowles agent for 
the ship H onauwar. 


M O RE A B O U T T U E SH IP S. 


A B e lie f th a t a C h in am an L ost H is L ite— 
R ap id Spread o f th e F la m e s. 
P ort Costa, A ugust 26th.—W hen the 
fire was first discovered at McNear's this 
m orning the ships H onauwar, K enilw orth, 
A rm enia and Langdale were at the docks. 
Tue fire spread with such rapidity that be­ 
fore the alarm could be given the Arm e­ 
nia s decks were afire and the crew were 
compelled to jum p overboard to save their 
lives. All succeeded in swim m ing ashore, 
or were picked up by sm all boats, except 
the Chinese cook, who is supposed to have 
been drowned. The ship’s moorings were 
soon burned loose, and she dri ted down 
.San Pablo Bay, where sbe has probably 
sunk. 
The K enilw orth let go her lines, and 
would have drifted away in safety, bud she 
not fouled the H onauwar. The latter was 
already burning, and ber m ainm ast fell 
across the Kenilworth, preventing all hope 
of escape. 
The burning ships lay in this position 
until 7 o’clock, when the river steamer San 
Joaquin No. 4 towed them out in the 
stream. They were there separated. 
The Honauwar is now lying in the stream, 
burned nearly to the water’s edge. The 
Kenilworth, being an '¡on ship, wiil not be 
a total loss, but her a n o, deck, cabin and 
ail woodwotk cannot be saved. She had 
on board 3,000 tons of wheat, valued at 
abont $75,000. and loading was to have been 
finished to-day. 
The Langdale got away from the docks 
and was anchored safely in mid-stream, 
when the burning H onauw ar and K enil­ 
worth drifted on to her and she, too, had a 
narrow escape from destruction. She was, 
however, saved w ithout damage. 
P ort Costa, August 26th.—At a late hour 
this afternoon the wheat in the warehouse 
is still burning, and will probably continue 
to burn for severa! days. Preparations for 
building have already begun, and the work 
wiil be hurried forward as fast as m aterial 
arrives. The fire in the K enilw orth has 
been extinguished, nnd she will be towed 
to San Francisco. 
Railroad traffic has not 
been delayed by the fire. 
T lie F ire Still Sm oldering;. 
P ort Costa, August 26th.—Two streams 
have been playing on the debris all day, 
and tbe fire, w hile still smoldering, is 
about subdued. 
The work of clearing 
away has already commenced, and a new 
iron building will at once supply the place 
of the former woodes one. 
Vast quanti­ 
ties of scorched wheat stiff rem ain on the 
piling that was saved. Tbe ship K enil­ 
worth was flooded by water from four tugs, 
and now lies below hc-re. She is said to be 
badly burned, even to the extent of her 
plates being sprtmg. 
Her cargo, owing to 
the water, will be almost a total loss. The 
H onuaw ar and Arm enia are burned to the 
water’s edge, and are a complete loss. 
Business at the w harf will be resumed in a 
day or two.

IRRIGATION. 


A S ession o f th e A rid L and S en a te C om ­ 
m itte e Y esterd ay. 


S a n 
F r a n c isc o , 
August 
26:h —The 
U nited States Senate Committee on Recla­ 
mation and Irrigation of the Arid Lands 
m et this afternoon in the rooms of the 
State Board of Trade. Senator Stewart of 
Nevada presiding. 
The only other m em ­ 
ber of the comm ittee present was Senator 
Jones of Arkansas. 
Senator Reagan ot 
Texas was unavoidably absent, being con­ 
fined to his room by sickness. 
Senator 
Stanford and Congressman Morrow were 
present, however, and were interested lis­ 
teners to the statem ents made. 
Mayor 
Powell, Director of the Geological Survey, 
and Engineer H inton assisted the com m it­ 
tee witn their advice, and Mr. Davis of 
W ashington, D. C., acted as Sergeant-at- 
arm s. Of the sub-committee of the State 
Board of Trade Messrs. Estee, Miffs and 
Chipman were present. Among the others 
who crowded the room were Professor 
Ililgard, R. B. Blowers of W oodland, C. C. 
W right of Stanislaus, W ill S. Green of Co­ 
lusa, George M arw eliof Fresno, I, M. H olt 
oí San Bernardino, F. M. Pixiey, Frank 
Cunningham of San Diego. R M. Gird of 
Chinoi, H. B. Maxson, Deputy United 
States Surveyor of Arizona, Brewster Cam­ 
eron and Charles R. D rake of Tucson, A. 
T., Lyman Drydge3, Bernard Marks of 
Fresno, W. M. Collier and W. H am m ond 
Hall. 
In calling the meeting to order Senator 
Stewart e - plained the reason of the session 
and stated 1 hat it was not the intention of 
ihe committee to exam ine witnesses. 
Any 
statements, however, which any person in ­ 
terested in the subject of irrigation might 
desire to make, would be listened to with 
attention, and suggestions would be will­ 
ingly received. 
M. M. Estee, Chairm an of the sub com­ 
m ittee cf the State Board of Trade, then 
presented the pam phlet which had been 
prepared by his committee. 
In doing so he 
said it bad been the design of him self and 
associates to prepare, not a boom pamphlet, 
but a clear and concise statem ent regarding 
the arid lands of the State aud the value of 
irrigation. 
W . H am m ond Hall, ex-State Engineer, 
then spoke at length regarding the irriga­ 
tion problem in this State. Mr. H all aiso 
produced a mass of statistics, reports and 
maps bearing upon the subject. After he 
had made his statem ent various questions 
were put to him by Senators Stanford and 
Stewart. 
Regarding Ihe productiveness of 
the lower San Joaquin valley prior to its 
irrigation, he said that during a discussion 
in the State Senate in 1876 he heard it 
stated by a good authority that it would 
require twenty-five acres of iand there to 
support one long horned Texan steer. 
By 
irrigation, at the present time—aifaiia be­ 
ing raised by irrigation—the same area will 
keep 100 head of cattle. 
Regarding tbe lands in Tulare county, 
Mr. Hal! said that unirrigated, arid lands 
there were held at $10 an acre. The reason 
for this was that the irrigated Iand3 in the 
comparatively near vicinity made it possi­ 
ble to put those unirrigated to some little 
use. Should the irrigated lands in the 
vicinity be placed again in the same condi­ 
tion in which they were twenty years ago, 
these $10-an-acre lands would not be worth 
more than $1 an acre. 
In answer to a question by Senator Stew­ 
art, Mr. H all said that he was in favor of 
the Government surveys as at present car­ 
ried on. H e instanced the great value they 
had been to the Sacramento valley in pro­ 
tecting that valley from overflows. In the 
San Joaquin valley they wiil be of im ­ 
mense value, as they will show how and 
where water can be stored for irrigation. 
But stiff the surveys were less needed in 
these two valleys than in any other portion 
of the Sta.e, except in the bay counties. 
The people in the latter counlies were too 
well off to care for the surveys. In the 
northern portion of the State, however, 
these surveys were of vital importance. 
In the Lower San Joaquiu he believed 
one cubic foot of water would irrigate 160 
acres of land. 
Mr. Hall then gave the ex­ 
perience he had once had with t wenty acres 
of land in the outskirts of an irrigated dis­ 
trict. On this land in one irrigating sea­ 
son he placed sufficient water to have cov­ 
ered tire laud to a depth of twenty-three 
feet. 
W hen he first started in irrigating 
this land the soil water was sixty feet be­ 
low the surface, by the time begot through 
rashes, etc., would grow rankly unless 
plowed under—iu other words, the soil 
water had reached pretty near to the sur­ 
face. 
W . J. Green of Colusa, George S. M an­ 
ning of Fresno, L. M. H olt of Riverside 
and Dr. Blowers of W oodland also gave 
their views, strongly in favor of the bene­ 
ficial results of irrigation in California.

CRUISER CH ARLESTO N. 


She R etu rn s to San F ra n cisco F ro m a 
S u ccessfu l T ria l T rip. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , August 26th — The cruiser 
Charleston arrived here from San Pedro on 
return from her trial trip at 7 o’clock this 
morning, having made au average speed ot 
thirteen knots all tbe way from the south­ 
ern coast. She was given several tests as 
to her turning and reversing qualities yes­ 
terday. The hydraulic stee'riug apparatus 
was used, and a fuff circle was completed 
in little less than seven m inutes. Six men 
were stationed at ihe hand-steering gear, 
and the helm was thrown hard over in four 
and one quarter m inutes. 
Twelve men 
accomplished the same thing in two and 
one-quarter minutes. 
A full circle was 
turned in eight and one half minutes. On 
the reversing te3t the cruiser was stopped 
from full speed ahead in thirty-five sec­ 
onds, and was backing action at good speed 
in two and one-half minutes. 
W hen the 
Charleston entered the harbor this m orn­ 
ing she was decorated with brooms and 
bunting, and the figures ” 19},” represent­ 
ing the highest rate of speed claimed dur­ 
ing the prelim inary trial run last W ednes­ 
day, were painted on the smokestack and 
several other places on the sbip. All the 
steam whistles in the harbor were blowing 
as the new cruiser moved along to her 
moorings, and the Charleston responded all 
the tim e with her fog siren. 
Irving M. Scott of the Union Iron W orks 
was worn out after his arrival here this 
morning, and at once proceeded to his 
residence for rest, having been up night and 
day during the official trial trip. Captain 
Goodali, nephew of Captain Goodall, of 
Goodali, Perkins &Co., was interviewed, 
and stated that Commodore Benham of the 
United States Navui Board expressed en­ 
tire satisfaction w ith the attainm ents of the 
Charleston. 
On the upper trip from San 
Pedro the Charleston was run at a 12 knot 
rale of speed in order to try her m anner of 
handling and the reversing and tim ing of 
her engines. She was put to considerable 
manen vering by tbe CapLiirTand Commo­ 
dore Benham of the Board, on seeing tbev 
could not cross the bar last night, and it is 
stated she fully aad readily 
answered 
every call which was presented. 
H er en­ 
gines worked to the entire satisfaction of tbe 
engineers, and after !aying-to outside from 
1 o'clock this morning until 5:15 o’clock 
she proceeded over the bar under a slow 
bel!, reaching her moorings at about 7 
o'clock. Commodore Benbatn, w ith his 
assistants, left on the navy-yard tug Mon­ 
terey this morning for Mare Is'and, where 
he will m ake out the official report of the 
trip, and forward the same to Secretary 
Tiacy at W ashington. 


YOUNG W O M EN’S 
H O M E. 


Airs. 
C h arles C rock er F ro v es to b e a 
G en erou s G iver. 
S an F ra n cisco , A ugust 26th.—The dedi­ 
cation of the new building of the Young 
W om en’s Christian Association took place 
this evening. The building is located at 


1221 O 'Farrell street, between Gough and 
Octavia. 
For over two years and a half 
the association has occupied quarters at 
912 Sutter street. 
W ith the growth of the institution the 
old building became insufficient for present 
needs, and Mrs. Charles Crocker came for­ 
ward with a donation of $10,000 for the 
purchase of a lot on which to place a new 
building. 
A lot 55x120 was soon purchased on the 
south side of O’Farrell street, between 
Gough and Octavia. 
The Trustees of the 
institution, however, were unable to pro­ 
ceed with the building, ou account of a 
lack ot funds. Mrs. Charles Crocker then 
came forward again and headed a building 
subscription fund with a donation of $5,000. 
Im m ediately others followed, and soon 
there was enough money to erect a mag­ 
nificent building. 
About three m onths 
ago there was stiff owing on the building a 
sum of $4,200. At that tim e a prom inent 
railroad m an 
promised $5,000 towards 
furnishing the building, on the condition 
that when the whole thing was completed 
nothing should be owning on the building. 
The ladies, who have been most prom i­ 
nent in the workings of the institution, 
put their shoulders to the wheel and col­ 
lected a sufficient sum to wipe out all 
debts. 
The gentleman above referred to 
accordingly came up with his $5,000, and 
now tbe building is magnificently furnished 
throughout. 
The building is three stories high, with a 
good basement. 
It will front 43 feet 6 
inches on O Farrell street, and have a depth 
of 110 feet. The three upper stories are of 
wood, and the basement storv of brick. 
The entrance on O Farrell street is neat, 
with a gable, veranda and short ti ght of 
steps. 
From the vestibule access is aff orded 
to the m ain hail, eight feet wide, running 
clear through to the end of the building, 
and haviug a counterpart on each of the 
other floors. 
To the left of the m ain entrance arc the 
offices and stairway, then the library and 
class room, each 12x40, connected by slid­ 
ing doors, acd the M atron's rooms in the 
rear.

A QUESTION OF 
COMPETITION. 


A correspondent from whom we expected 
better judgment, asks why the people of 
California should concern themselves about 
the competition of the Canadian Pacific 
and American transcontinental railroad 
lines ? “for if the latter are not able to 
compete with the former, there is no one 
hurt but the roads, while the business men 
arc the gainers by reason of the lower 
rates accorded to them by the foreign 
road.” 
To any intelligence that has given the 
subject thought the answer to this ques­ 
tion is obvious. The barest statement of 
facts suffices to expose the folly and short­ 
sightedness of the inquiry. If the Cana­ 
dian and American roads were upon an 
equality as to cost of operation, fixed ex­ 
penses, Governmental backing and inter­ 
est-bearing capital invested, there would 
be but one reason, a patriotic one, for 
favoring the lines of our own citizens. 
But the loads are not 011 an equality in 
competition. The foreign company re­ 
ceived 714 miles of its track out of hand, 
ready constructed for it by the British 
Governments, home and colonial; it Is 
freed from taxation for a long term of 
years; it is enormously subsidized, in ex- 
ce-.q in fact, of the aggregate of all the 
subsidies granted to American roads; it 
has steamship connections witli Asia that 
are also heavily subsidized; it has in con­ 
cessions, grants, privileges, exemptions and 
governmental aid of other character, such 
assistance that it is well said that the 
operating expenses of the road are guaran­ 
teed beyond the possibility of interruption. 
On the other hand the American roads 
are not only taxed, but pay tc the Govern­ 
ment a regular percentage of earnings to 
discharge indebtedness to the Government 
and are largely bonded for the capital with 
which constructed. 
In the main, they 
were built at very heavy cost for material 
ar.d labor; iu some instances their capital 
was realized upon bonds that were of neces­ 
sity sacrificed at half, and less, their face 
value. Two of the roads were built while 
the nation was in the throes of internecine 
war; unlike the foreign company thev 
had no duty-free importation of material 
for construction. They do not enjoy the 
the advantage of enormously subsidized 
lines of swift steamers relating them to the 
Asiatic trade. 
Now our correspondent will understand 
that the railroad traffic of the country is 
so interwoven with the business of the 
country* that it is impossible for the one to 
take punishment and the other not to feel 
it. If the inability to compete under 
present conditions, and under the handi­ 
cap of an interstate commerce law that 
doc-, not operate to regulate the charges of 
the foreign line, cripples the American 
roads, and cuts oil’ their through traffic, 
they must, to continue in operation and 
move the products and merchandise of the 
country, derive their income wholly from 
the local business. The latter, under such 
conditions, must bear the burden of main­ 
taining the roads that is now distributed 
bet ween through and local shippers and 
the trade of Asia with this continent 
Tiie unequal competition of the Canadian 
Pacific, therefore, must result in visiting 
alike upon the producers and consumers of 
the country burdens they do not now bear, 
and should not be called upon to assume. 
The mutuality of interest of railroads and 
the producers and consumers of a State 
carries with it mutuality of obligation and 
liability—they are inseparable. 
In this consideration we have taken no 
account whatever of the immediate effect 
upon the commerce of the metropolis of 
the State by the diversion of trade to the 
line of a foreign road; nor of the propo­ 
sition that the latter shall be permitted 
to enter the field of trade in the United 
States aid carry out and bring in goods 
between points in the Union, free of duty. 
Those questions are of such magnitude as 
to l»e independently discussed. 
If now our correspondent believes that 
liis trade will be bettered, the people of 
the Pacific States benefittod, their ability 
to deal with him augmented, by turning 
over the 
through traffic business and 
the Oriental trade that American carriers 
now enjoy, he holds to Views not enter­ 
tained by any perversion of the most far- 
seeing and experienced business men of 
the Slope. Should that happen which his 
question implies he believes might come 
about to his benefit, l.e will fir.d that while 
a foreign road, to accomplish the conquest 
of peace, may deliver his goods to him at 
a rate below that possible to the home line, 
the people will not find their interest to 
reside in his advantage. 
If he is to live 
upon the prosperity of the community, it 
Biould be his concern to labor in the 
direction of freeing the American trans­ 
continental roads from the restrictions 


that place them at a disadvantage in the 
competition with the foreign road and 
hence cripple them as local roads. He 
should favor such action on the part of 
our Government as will put the home 
roads upon a competitive level with the 
Canadian line and give perfect freedom to 
that disposition which self-interest con­ 
serves—the development and “building 
up” of the sections which they traverse. 


T h e dismissal of the charge preferred 
against J ustice Field was proper action. 
It is only to be regretted that it required 
the intervention of the Attorney-General 
to accomplish it. The complaint should 
never have been accepted, and the warrant 
asked for should have been refused. It is 
a mistake to suppose that a magistrate is 
bound to issue a warrant if a complaint is 
sworn to before him. He has the right, 
and should satisfy himself that there is 
reason behind the complaint sufficiently 
strong to justify the issuance. Had the 
Stockton Justice of the Peace made official 
inquiry, as was his right to do, as to the 
knowledge of the facts on the part of the 
complainant, he never would have issued 
his warrant, for it would have appeared 
that the woman who filed the complaint 
had no personal knowledge of any fact, nor 
any reasonable information in any way 
implicating Justice Field in the killing of 
Terry. The proceeding against Justice 
Field was the result of the petty vicious­ 
ness of a disappointed woman against 
whom the Courts have ruled, interpreting 
the law wisely and in accordance with 
reason and the truth. 


HOME AGAIN. 


The committee of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce on a cable line tel­ 
egraph to Australia has reported. It finds 
the total cost of such a line as is desired to 
he $10,000,000. This is not in excess of 
what was anticipated. Since the revenue 
for the first ten years would not more than 
pay the operating expenses and meet the 
wear and tear, the committee advise that 
the Congress of the United States subsi­ 
dize the company to be formed to the ex. 
tent of guaranteeing the interest on its 
bonds for $10,00,000 at 3 per cent., or 
$300,000 per annum for twenty years, the 
total subsidy thus being $6,000,000. The 
proposition is to make the route take in 
the Hawaiian and Samoan group of is­ 
lands. The scheme is not, therefore, that 
is to the Government, one of great cost or 
risk. Such a cable would seem to be abso­ 
lutely necessary in view of the magnitude 
of the business existing and to be devel­ 
oped between Australasia and the Pacific 
coast, to say nothing of the naval and 
military necessities of the United States. 


G r a h a m has made another foolhardy 
excursion in a barrel through the Niagara 
rapids, and come out alive, hut badly used 
up. What has the crank proved by his 
trip ? lie lias catered to the morbid taste 
of a multitude of spectators who were 
drawn to the scene by the possibility of 
witnessing the death of the adventurer- 
Beyond gratifying this abominable craving 
for excitement, Graham has accomplished 
nothing. The authorities should have pre­ 
vented the exhibition. It and all of that 
order demoralize the taste, stimulate an 
unhealthy appetite and encourage fool­ 
hardy adventurers to suicidal feats.

The two other points raised by counsel for 
respondent—that legislative functions wrre 
delegated to a commission, and that the 
Ac; cor.tiined mere than on ■ appropriation 
—are pronounced groundless.

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GLASS TRUSTS. 


T h e B e g in n in g o f a L on g W ar B e tw ee n 
“ r o t ” an d “ T an k ” M en. 
N ew \ o r k , August 26th.—M anufacturers 
of window glass, table glass, and crockery 
have formed a “trust.” 
To-day Mr. Fitz­ 
patrick, of the firm cf J. Fitzpatrick & Co., 
manufacturers of window gtass, said: 
“A 
trust has been formed called the United 
Glass Company. They hi ve bought up ten 
of the principal plants n N w York and 
Ohio; but I don t think tue Western m an­ 
ufacturers will join the association.” 
The object in forming the trust is to save 
expense and m ake a profit cn a cheaper 
price of goods. 
It is considered that this 
new trust will be the salvation of many 
sm all plants th at otherwise would have 
been obliged to close up. The new trust is 
really the beginning of a long fight between 
the old m anufacturers who are known as 
“ pot m en,” and the new men called “tank 
m en,” by reason of their introducing the 
new method of m aking glass iu tanks in ­ 
stead of po:s. 
This new m ethod has onlv one plant 
erected in this country, that at Jeannette, 
Pa. 
The men behind the new enterprise 
issued circulars th at they wili furnish glass 
at a reduction of from 10 to 15 per cent, be­ 
low the price of “ pot m en.” 
This action would have resulted in the 
going under of m any of the sm all plants if 
they had stood alone, so the trust was 
formed and inaugurated the beginning of a 
long tight. 
A trust is also contemplated 
by “ table-glass use*: ” 
A meeting of the 
Tableware Glass M anufacturers’ Associa­ 
tion was recently- held, at which a com m it­ 
tee was appointed to adopted some plan of 
organization. 
Late *, it was determined to 
form a trust, ior the purpose of strength­ 
ening prices and lim iting the production. 
Ohio towns, w :;h their oil and gas wells, 
offered free building sites, etc , aud tried to 
get the members of ¡be trust to locate their 
combined factories in that State, but w ith­ 
out success. 
It has been decided to tik e in all the 
m anufacturéis of table glass, if possible.

A NUMEROUSLY SIGNED PETITION BE­ 
FORE THE TRUSTEES. 


H obart Pierson E lected City Engineer— 
The N ew Charter Q uestion—Stone 
Sidew alks Ordered—Etc.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The regular weekly session oí the City 
Board of Trustees was held yesterday. 
Present—Mayor Gregory and Trustees Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolf. 
The report of the Engineer of the Water 
Works showed that during the week the 
Holly pump had been run 100 hours, and 
the Stevens pump 157 hours, and that the 
quantity of water pumped amounted to 
44,477,000 gallons. 
George W. Hancock reported that his 
sidewalk on Nineteenth street, between G 
and H, had been broken by parties driving 
cattle over it, and asked permission to re­ 
pair it with planking. The matter was 
taken under consideration. 
E. C. Hart appeared on behalf of citizens 
and presented a petition, signed by some 
700 taxpayers of the city, asking the Board 
to accede to the demands of the policemen 
and provide for the payment of the latter’s 
salaries. Placed on tile. 
Peter Turner and other citizens living in 
the vicinity of Fifteenth and D streets ap­ 
peared before the Board and represented 
that that locality was sadly in need of an 
electric light. Burglaries had been com­ 
mitted thereabouts, and more light would 
afford some protection. The matter was 
referred to the Street Commissioner. 
L. 13. Graham asked permission to make 
temporary repairs to his plank sidewalk at 
Eighth and H streets. If required to con­ 
struct a cement sidewalk at this iime he 
would be compelled to raise the walk and 
to fill in his whole lot io a depth of two 
feet. If allowed to repair it with plank it 
would serve for another season, when he 
would be willing to put down a cement 
walk and raise his lot to the grade. 
Street Commissioner McLaughlin, to 
whom the matter had been referred, re­ 
ported that a new sidewalk was necessary. 
Finally. Mr. Graham was informed that 
he might lay an earth foundation for aside- 
walk, and must construct a stone sidewalk 
within six months. 
P. MeHale was granted until the 1st of 
January to construct a stone sidewalk in 
front of his property on Q street, between 
Fifth and Sixth. 
Trustee Wolf reported that the sidewalk 
on the south side of I,street, betweeu Eighth 
and Ninth, in front of lots 2 and 3, 1(>0 feet 
in extent, was iu bad condition, and the 
Board ordered the same condemned. 
Mr. Kebrer asked for an extension of 
time in which to construct a stonewalk in 
front of his property at Tenth and D streets, 
and the Board granted him six months. 
H erry Dehn appeared before the Board, 
and complained that parties were living 
on the public blocks between I slid J, 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth, P and 
Q, Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth; 
that the blocks remained unimproved, and 
in their present condition were a detriment 
to the property in their respective vicinities. 
Mayor Gregory said that when the pres­ 
ent leases expire the Board should refuse to 
allow further occupation of its public 
squares. The Clerk of the Board was in­ 
structed to notify the part}' occupying the 
square in the northeastern part of the city 
to vacate the same. 
S. S. Hoil appeared and asked what ac­ 
tion had been taken in regard to the de­ 
mand of C. W. Hoit for $5,000 damages for 
alleged injury to his property by the city 
drainage. 
Mayor Gregory informed him that the 
Board had decided to reject the demand. 
Mr. Holl then wanted to know when the 
alleged nuismce would be abated. He 
said that parties were ready to purchase 
the property if the alleged nuisance could 
be abated. 
"The Board informed Mr. Holl that it 
would determine within two weeks what 
action, if any, was to be taken in the mat­ 
ter.Mr. Holl also stated that he was in­ 
structed by Mrs. Knauer, living at Thirty- 
first and Y streets, to¡commenee immediate 
action to condemn the alleged nuisance 
arising from the condition of the drainage 
canal in that vicinity. 
In regard to the claim of Mrs. Knauer 
for $500 damages, Trustee McLaughlin 
moved that :t be rejected, and it was so or­ 
dered. 
The Board directed that the City En­ 
gineer should take prompt action in im- 
roving the condition of the canal in that 
ocality. 
The matter of opening certain streets in 
the northeastern part oí the city coming up, 
Trustee Wolf moved that the streets be­ 
tween F and J. Twenty-sixth and Thirty- 
first streets, be declared open, and it was so 
ordered. 
Mayor Gregory gave notice that at the 
next session he would move to have all 
streets and alleys opened between F and 11, 
Front and Thirty-first. 
The Mayor called attention to the dilapi­ 
dated condition of the old Sutter Fort, 
and moved that if no body or association 
should take action within three months 
looking to the preservation of the old fort, 
the Board urder the same torn down and 
the street opened. So ordered. 
Numerously signed petitions were re­ 
ceived front citizens praying that the liquor 
license tax be increased to a figure not less 
than $75 nor more than $125 per quarter. 
The matter was laid over for one week. 
Trustee li Laughlin moved that the al­ 
ley between Q and R, Twenty-first and 
Twenty-second streets, be declared openfd. 
Accordingly the order whereby the alley 
was closed was rescinded. 
Charles Schwarlz was granted permission 
to slope off the grade of his sidewalk. 
On motion of Mr. McLaughlin an elec­ 
tric light was ordered erected at Tenth and 
U streets. 
Mr. McLaughlin moved that a new side­ 
walk be constructed along the property of 
F. X. Ebner at Ninth and 1 streets. So 
ordered. 
Mr. McLaughlin moved that the Board 
make an order to the effect that no new 
atreet raiir ad be allowed to operate until 
the same shall have been accepted by the 
Trustees. 
Mayor Gregory stated that this matter 
was amply provided for both by the stat­ 
utes and city ordinances. The Trustees 
had full control over the matter, and could 
require railroad companies to place and 
keep their tracks in proper condition. Still, 
the action a-ked for by Mr. McLaughlin 
could do no harm, and' he was in favor 
of it. 
Mr. McLaughlin stated that gravei had 
been taken from J street and used by one 
company on Nineteenth street, and they 
had neglected to return the same when di­ 
rected by him todo so. 
Tbe motion was carried. 
The Board then took a recess till 2 
o'clock r. m. 
At the afternoon session Mayor Gregory 
brought up the matter of submitting to 
the people tbe question of a new char­ 
ter. He referred to the frequent clash­ 
ing of authority between the Trustees 
and other branches of the city govern­ 
ment, and while heretofore’ opposed 
to a new charter, he had arrived at the con­ 
clusion that one was necessary, in order 
that the authority in municipal affairs 
might be concentrated more fully in the 
Trustees, who have to provide the revenues 
for all departments. 
Trustee Wolf said he was in favor of a 
new charter, but wanted the matter to go 
over one week. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he was pre­ 
pared at that moment to vote on the ques­ 
tion.It was finally laid over till the next meet­ 
ing.A petition was presented by William 
Nesbitt and Mrs. Mary Gonzales for per­ 
mission to maintain a lodging-house and 
saloon at 1227 Front street. It was signed 
by several prominent firms in tbat locality, 
notwithstanding the fact tbat tbe Trustees 
recently found :t necessary to close up Mrs. 
Gonzales' place in the alley betweeu Fifth 
and Sixth.O and P streets. 
The petition was referred to the Chief of 
Police, whose judgment thereon the Board 
desired to have before acting further. 
It was ordered tbat henceforth only stone 
curbing sha'.l be laid within the limits of I 
and L, Frorj and Tenth streets. 
Tha niatt.V of electing a City Engineer to 
succeed E. Murray next came up.aud Trus­ 
tee McLaughlin nominated Hobart Pierson 
for the place. 
William Mullanc-y, whom Trnstee Wolf 
had nomine, ed last week, was withdrawn, 
and by the votes of Mayor Gregory and 
Trustee McLaughlin Piersoa was elected 
Trustee Wolf declined to vote, on ilieground 
tbat the gentleman was unknown to him.

Various School D epartm ent M atters D is­ 
cussed—Claim s A llow ed—JEtc. 
The City Board of Education held its 
regular monthly meeting last evening, Pre­ 
sident Todd in tha chair. Present—Di­ 
rectors Davis, Hopley, Chipmau, Senatz, 
Skelton, Martin. 
Director Cbipman, from the Committee 
on Supplies, reported tbat the stoves in the 
several buildings required cleaning and 
putting up ; also, that new curtains were 
required iu some buildings. 
it was ordered that Director Chipmau be 
authorized to have the necessary work done. 
Director Skelton, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Repairs, reported that the 
paintiDg of the different school houses had 
been nearly completed. 
Mr. Skelton also reported having con­ 
tracted for the repair of the roof of the 
building at Twenty-fourth and N streets. 
Also, that he had received a bid for frost­ 
ing the upper windows of the Sacramento 
Grammar School, amounting to $1S. 
Also, that certain doors, etc., in the same 
building could be painted for $13, and the 
outbuildings for $14. 
Certain other estimates were given for 
various repairs and painting about the 
school-houses, the painting amounting to 
$140 altogether. 
The matter was ¡aid over temporarily. 
Director Skelton laid before the Board a 
notice received from Street Commissioner 
McLaughlin, requiring the Board to lay 320 
feet of stone sidewalk at Sixteenth and J 
streets. 
Director Martin spoke vigorously and at 
some length against acquiescence with the 
demand. He wanted the Board to ask the 
Trustees to first levy a tax to provide the 
necessary funds asked for when the general 
levy was being made. 
After some discussion, the further con­ 
sideration of the matter was laid over until 
the next meetiDg. 
Director Chipmau reported that 202cords 
of wood had been received for winter use, 
and he was authorized to have the same 
properly distributed. 
Director Martin moved that the Spen­ 
cerian copy-books be adopted for tbe com­ 
ing year. He claimed that they would be 
one half cheaper than the one now in use, 
and preferable in many ways. 
Chairman Todd and other members also 
spoke highly of these books. 
Director Senatz thought it might be ad­ 
visable to first see if the books now in use 
cannot be had cheaper than at present. 
Director Chipmau was opposed to any 
change without good reason. All changes 
were objectionable to the patrons of the 
schools. 
The statement was made that by another 
year the Siate copy-book would be pub­ 
lished. 
Finally the matter was referred to the 
Committee on Course of Study, ot which 
Mr. Martin is Chairman. 
Chairman Todd reported that two insur­ 
ance policies on the building at Thirteenth 
and G would lapse in October, amounting 
to $4 000. This would leave $0,000 still on 
the building. 
It was ordered that the two policies be 
not renewed. 
A petition was received from leading cit­ 
izens recommending J. H. Harris for the 
position of Truant Officer. 
A similar petition was also received in 
favor of G. W. Armstrong for the same po­ 
sition. 
Director Skelton reported estimates given 
to him by various parties for renewing the 
blackboards in the various school-build- 
ings, the lowest being twenty-seven cents a 
square yard, by P. Nash. 
He reported that many of the black­ 
boards were in a very bad condition, and 
needed repainting. 
Director Hopley moved that the matter 
be laid over for the present. 
So ordered. 
Director Davis moved that the Superin­ 
tendent be instructed to advertise forbids 
for building fences and sidewalks about the 
new school-buildiDg at Twenty-first and L 
streets. (Not seconded.) 
Director Martin moved tbat the matter 
be iett to the Building and Repairs Com­ 
mittee. 
So ordered. 
Director Skelton made a speech in sup­ 
port of the proposition to have a Truant 
Officer appointed. He referred to tbe con­ 
stant defacement of school property in all 
parts of the city, and argued the necessity 
for some one to protect the property. 
Director Davis thought the Janitors 
should look after the buildings. 
Director Senatz thought that the Super­ 
intendent should be instructed to call upon 
the Chief of Police to have the officers pro­ 
tect school property.

SOMETHING OF A LAWYER. 


BURGLAR ASTONISHES THE POLICE 
JUDGE WITH HIS KNOWLEDGE. 


He Conducts H is Own D efense, and 
C ross-exam ines W itnesses 
Very A droitly. 


It is not infrequent that a criminal bobs 
up in the Police Court who has some 
knowledge of law and things in a general 
way. 
But one appeared before Judge 
Buckley yesterday afternoon who simply 
paralyzed the Court officials, and the Judge 
himself said afterwards that had this indi- 
ual devoted himself to the study of the law 
instead of to chicanery and knavery, he 
would have made his mark. 
The individual referred to was W. D 
Kelsey, a dignified-looking tramp, who, in 
company with Frank Blakely, was brought 
up for examination on charges of burglary, 
having about two weeks ago broken open a 
freight car at the foot of Sixth street and 
taken therefrom a case of wine and another 
of eggs, which they afterwards sold. 
Blakely turned State’s evidence and made 
a clean breast of the whole transaction. 
He described how he himself had removed 
the staple which held the lock on the car’s 
door in place, and how they both entered 
and took the property mentioned. 
Special Detective Ben True, of the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Company, 
Freight 
Agent Gay, and several other witnesses, 
gave evidence which tended to corroborate 
that given by Blakely, and Blakely was 
held to answer the charge in the Superior 
Court. 
Kelsey had demanded a separate trial, 
and pleaded not guilty. The same testi­ 
mony had to be given over again that was 
heard in Blakely’s case, including Blake­ 
ly’» testimony. 
Kelsey had no attorney, and, as subse- 
uent developments showed, needed none, 
le took a seat at the bar and cross-exam­ 
ined each witness in a manner that would 
have made a Police Court practitioner burn 
with envy. He subjected Blakely to a most 
rigid examination, but the latter reiterated 
his confession throughout, despite Kelsey’s 
bewildering questions. 
Chief of Police Lee took the witness 
stand, and detailed a statement made to 
him by Kelsey, to the effect that he and 
Blakely had “found” the wine and eggs, 
and, although he (Kelsey) knew that the 
property had been “collared” somewhere, 
he did not think any trouble would ever 
come from it. 
Kelsey contemplated the Chief with a 
comical, though scrutiuizingly, look. “So I 
told you all that, did I ?” he said. 
“That's what you did,” replied the Chief. 
“Well, I didn't quite understand you— 
what did you mean by the word ‘collared’?” 
“Why ‘stolen,’ of course—I used your 
own expression,” said tbe Chief, smiling at 
the prisoner's nerve. 
“Stolen, bey. Well, now suppose that a 
man walks along the street and a police­ 
man comes up and ‘collars’ him —is he 
stolen ?” 
The Chiefs answer was drowned by the 
load laughter of the spectators and Court 
officers. 
Kelsey took the stand in his own behalf 
and told a fairy-like tale of how he and 
Blakely found the wine and eggs in the 
brush near the river, and denied that he 
ever went near the freight car. 
"How long have you been in Sacra­ 
mento?” asked City Attorney Church. 
“Hold on there,now,” said Kelsey, point­ 
ing at Detective True. “I object to that 
man putting words into the District Attor­ 
ney’s mouth. The attorney has ability 
enough, I guess, to handle me and ask the 
questions. If he has not he’d better get 
out and herd cattle.” 
This saliy called forth another burst of 
laughter from the spectators at Mr. Church’s 
expense. 
“Well, never mind that question, then,” 
said Mr. Church. “Here’s another: Have 
you ever been convicted of a felony?” 
“Now, yoar Honor,” said the slippery 
witness, turning to Judge Buckley with an 
appealing look, “that’s a highlv improper 
question to ask. W hat has that to do with 
this charge? It’s only meant to prejudice 
my case. If it was anything good about 
me, you bet he would not inquire about it. 
I have been endowed with bome little in­ 
telligence and a partial education, and 1 
can’t help bnt see the impropriety of that 
question. Besides, the law does not per­ 
mit. If you will remember, the law says 
that a prisoner may not be compel ¡ed to 
give evidence that might tend to criminate 
him.”Well,” responded his Honor after some 
reflection, "the laws of California say also 
that |a prisoner may be compelled to state 
whether or not he has ever been convicted 
of a felony. I could show you the section 
bat it would take some time to look it 
up .”I never beard of such a law before. I 
guess you had better look it up and show 
it to me before I answer the question.” 
“Well, if yon have never been convicted 
you ought to be glad to put tbat in evi­ 
dence.” 
“Ah, but, you see, I ain’t going to an­ 
swer anything but just what tbe law says 
I must answer. The law says that the bur­ 
den of the proof must be on the prosecu­ 
tion. See?” 
The Judge started to look up the law, 
but when Kelsey saw that the bluff would 
not work, he stated that he would answer 
the question. He did answer it, and it was 
that he had been convicted. 
When tbe case was concluded Kelsey 
argued his own case on technicalities that 
caiue very near clearing him. Recalled the 
attention of the Court to the fact that the 
only really materia! testimony against him 
was tbat of Biakely. “Now it’s one crim­ 
inal against another,” said h e; “this man 
says 1 did do it, and I say I didn’t. Now, 
is he any better than me? Where does the 
prosecution get in its burden of proof?” 
Tbe Judge smiled and said that the cir­ 
cumstances were too strong for him to be­ 
lieve other than that Kelsey was guilty. 
"The car was robbed, tbe stolen goods are 
traced to yon, and Blukely says that 
you 
” 
“But, your Honor,” interrupted the wily 
Kelsey, "suppose a dead man had been 
found in that car—would this testimony 
hold me for murder?” 
His Honor looked non-plussed for a 
moment, and then cut off further discussion 
by holding Kelsey to answer the charge of 
burglary before the Superior Court, adding 
that a jury would have more time to listen 
to his eloquence. 
FUN AHEAD. 
Preparation» in Progress For a Grand 
Rodeo of H oughs and Vags. 
The new yard in the rear of the City 
Prison, in which public offenders are to be 
put at work breaking stone for the streets, 
will be ready for business in a few days. 
There are perhaps a hundred or more 
worthless loafers, thieves, thugs and crooks 
hanging about the city who can be made 
of some value to the community by run­ 
ning them into the corral, anil supplying 
them with plenty of granite slabs and 
sledges. It is the best opportunity the city 
has had in a long time to utilize these vag­ 
rants and thieves, and it is gratifying to 
know that the authorities are making pro­ 
vision for such utilization. 
It would be a good plan to fix the day 
and hour when every idler, who cannot 
give a good reason for his presence here, 
shall be run into this corral and put to 
work. It will be tough on the opium 
fiends and light-fingered gentry, but a great 
relief to the community. It is to be hoped 
that the police department will be duly 
vigilant and industrious in the matter, for 
twenty-five able-bodied officers can make a 
pretty substantial round-up in a couple of 
days, if they set about it with ordinary 
vigor. Particular attention should be paid 
to the recent accession of so-called pugilists. 
If they have any muscle left that opium 
has not destroyed, it will come into good 
play in stone-breakir g. 
If the police think they will need any 
assistance, there will be no trouble in se­ 
curing a hnndred or two volunteers among 
the citizens, who would like no better fun 
than taking a hand in a round up of tbe 
kind of cattle referred to. There is little 
danger of any mistake being made, as the 
fellows are all well branded. They could 
every one be picked cut of a crowd of a 
thousand. Let the bugle-blast be sounded. 


CHINAMEN WILL GAMBLE. 
W hich I» W liv a Prom inent Ilop-G rower 
Turneil Hi» Gang Adrift. 
A. Menke, the well-known hop-grower, 
and his son William, wpre arrested yester­ 
day and taken before Judge Henry on a 
charge cf battery sworn out by one of their 
. Chinese employes. The trouble originated 
somewhat in this way: Menke has had a 


large number of Cbinese in his employ en­ 
gaged iu picking hops. Observing a tend­ 
ency among the Mongolians to gamble, he 
gave orders tbat it mast be stopped, especi­ 
ally on working days and the evenings 
thereof. 
A day or two ago he chanced to come 
upon a squad ol the heathens engaged in 
one of tbeir gambling games, and ordered 
them to stop. They defied him to prevent 
them from doing as they pleased, and Mr. 
Menke and his son thereupon proceeded to 
take a hand in the affpir by upsetting the 
gambling table a:ed scattering the China­ 
men and their outfit in all directions.

Menke and son appeared before the 
Justice’s Court and gave bonds for their 
appearance on Monday next to auswer to 
the charges against them.

T he 
1»T 
F irst W om an to Suffer D eath 
H anging in G eorgia. 
Atlanta. A ugust 26lh.—A m ost notable 
fact adduced by th e relation o f M rs. May- 
brick’s doings to th e people in W ilkes 
county, Ga , is that a kinsw om an of bers, 
M rs. Polly B artlett, th e first w om an in 
Georgia to stiller th e death penally, nearly 
a century ago, cam e to h er death for an 
offense "almost sim ilar to th e one with 
w hich M rs. M aybrick stands convicted. 
Mrs. B artlett was in her early prim e, and 
every rill of tradition united to say she was 
a beautiful w om an. 
T he crim e occurred 
in th e au tu m n of 1805 and she suffered the 
penalty in 1806. 
H er husband and she 
w e re ‘•incom patible,” to use a m odern term , 
an d it wa9 know n th at they lived u n h ap ­ 
pily. 
She had a lover w hose nam e has not 
been preserved, and they engaged her half- 
brotber, a m an nam ed N ow lin, to m urder 
h e r husband, 
lie was to receive for this 
$200. T hey w anted also to secure Mr. 
B artlett’s m oney, and so they plan n ed to 
have him killed ju st as he h ad returned 
from selling his cotton in A ugusta. 
Som e tim e in the fall th e brother w ent 
to see hia sister, and they talked it over. 
T h e brother said he did no t believe the 
lover w ould pay the $200. 
She said she 
w ould see it paid and urged him to the 
deed. A haif-gtow u boy, either not know n 
to be present or supposed to he asleep, 
h eard every word. 
T h e plan was that the 
b ro th er should go at night to the cotton 
h o u s- on "be road and m ake som e noise. 
M r. B artlett had been troubled w ith depre 
dators, an d it was supposed he w ould go 
out, w hen he was to be shot. 
T here was som e com pany a t the B artlett 
house th a t night w hen th e noise was 
h eard at the cotton house. 
M r. B artlett 
hesitated and did not care to go, bu t the 
w om an was determ ined arid hard-hearted 
as Lady M acbeth, for all her beautiful face, 
and she urged h im to go w here he was to 
m eet his death. 
N ot long after th e people 
a t th e house heard a gun tired, an d Mrs. 
B artlett exclaim ed: 
‘ Oh, m y hu sb an d is 
killed !” 
Mr. B artlett was n ot killed at once, but 
th e ball w ent into his m outh and cut off 
h is tongue. 
H e died th e n ext day, giving 
n o sign th at h e knew w ho tired th e fatal 
shot. 
A t first no suspicion was aroused. 
Som ething she herself said 
about his 
m oney first excited it. 
T he people began 
to w hisper and p u t things together, an d 
finally she w as arrested, and the boy re­ 
ferred to was th e principal w itness against 
h er. 
L aw yeis tried h ard to im peach the 
credulity of his testim ony, but h e persisted 
in his tale, and th e ju ry believed h im and 
b rought in a veruict of guilty. 
Public 
opinion was strongly against her. 
Mrs. 
B artlett w ent to the gallows dressed in a 
G eorgia-m ade silk and wore a sm ile to the 
last. 
One m an survives—03 years old— 
w ho saw th e execution. 
H e is the oldest 
m an in th e county, and says he never 
w ants to see an o th er hanging. 
T hey buried M r. B artlett exactly w here 
h e fell. 
T he cotU u-house has long since 
gone and th e grave is alm ost in th e road. 
T he neighbors dragged a heavy rock upon 
it. 
It is said th at when people w ork the 
roads they alw ays pile d irt on th e grave. 
E ig h ty -th ree years ago th at rock, w ithout 
inscription, was placed there. 
It show s 
th e profound im pression m ade by th e trag­ 
edy and th at people still rem em ber w ho 
lies buried under it. 
It is an old road from 
E llerto n to A ugusta, not now m uch trav­ 
eled. On C allaw ay’s m ap of W ilkescounty, 
th e m ap is m arked “ A iurdered B artlett’s 
G rave.” 
It is rath e r disappointing to know th at 
th e lover an d N ow liu succeeded in ru n ­ 
n in g aw ay. 
W orse stil', man}’ years alter, 
w hen he knew the w itnesses were all dead, 
N ow lin catua back, was tried and acquitted. 


H O R A C E SEAVEK’S FUNERAL. 


Col. R o b e rt tí. lugersoH F ay s a F a rtin g

B oston (M ass V A ugust 20:h.—It was the 
d y in g wish of H orace Seaver, th e atheist 
am i veteran editor o f the B oston Investi­ 
gator, th at his funeral should be front Paine 
H all, and so it was. 
T he service took 
place at tw o o’clock this afternoon. 
T he 
announcem ent th at Colonel Robert G. In- 
gersoll w ould deliver th e funeral address 
attracted a great concourse of people. 
P er­ 
sons w ho h ad been readers o f the Investi­ 
gator for years cam e from all over New 
E n g lan d to observe th e final cerem onies. 
t iouel 
Ingersoll 
sp .-ks 
as follow s: 
“ H orace Seaver was a pioneer, a torch- 


all th eir loose valuables and currency. 
One of the passengers w ent dow n in his 
pocket, but instead of bringing up his 
pocket-book he clenched a pistol in hia 
h and and began firing at the robber. 
T he 
d esp eralo im m ediately returned th e fire, 
and r Ithongb the driver w hipped his horses 
into a m ad gallop, his aim was true, B. 
M ackercher, a bookkeepei in the F irst N a­ 
tional B ank of M inneapolis receiving the 
first b allet in his cheek, w hile the second 
w ent crashing through his leg. 
A nother 
passenger nam ed A. C. Fieeschbain, of 
Belleview, 111 , was m ortally w ounded. H e 
raised up in his seat as th e horses w ere 
w hipped aw ay, ju st in tim e to receive a 
bullet in his hip. 
H e fell forw ard and 
pitched over th e side of the coach into th e 
roadw ay. 
T he horses continued on th e 
run, and the w ounded m an was left to take 
his chances w ith the robber. 
T he villain threatened at lirat to k ill him , 
but finally desis e l after securing $37 aud 
his 
v ic tim s 
watch 
and 
chain. 
T he 
w ounded m an lay bleeding in the road for 
three hours, before any one was courage­ 
ous enough to go to his succor. 
H e w ill 
n ot live over night. 
M ackercher was taken to Eagle R iver for 
treatm ent, and from there to h is hom e at 
M inneapolis. 
T here are grave doubts as to 
his recovery also. 
T here were tw o other passengers on th e 
coach, but n either o f them were m olested. 
T hey were W illiam Padder, of No. 156 
W ashington street. Chicago, and R obert
